The necessity of iricreasing the acre. 
‘age of forage crops in the prairie pra- 
vinces is only now being fully realized. 
At the present time many farmers are 
without sufficient feed for their stock 
and unable to purchase, Of the many 
crops tested on the Scott Experimental 
Station alfalfa has been found to give 
fair returns in the dry. seasons pro- 
viding it is sown in rows at least 24 
inches apart. In 1919 alfalfa in rows, 
thirty inches apart yielded at the rate 
of two tons of cured hay:per acre. It 
is not recommended that that large 
areas be planted to alfalfa, yet it ia 
urged that every farmer who has 
young animals grow sufficient to carry 
the calves, colts and pigs through the 
first. winter and to furnish part of the 
pasture for the swine during the sum- 
mer months.

Sir Auckland said this eentral auth. 
ority, according to' the government's 
plan, would be associated with local 
and county tribunals, New powers. 
would be asked for in connection with 
the project and an increase in penal_ 
ties for violations put into g@ffect. 


At the first sitting of the committee 
George H. Roberts the food ‘controller 
set forth the difficulties of the situa- 
tion in dealing with the high cost of 
food and other necessaries, declaring 
for one thing that deficient home pro- 
duction was responsible for some of the 
trouble. Great Britain did not have 
the coal or manufactured goods to ex-1 
change for, food. He thought there 
should be more severe punishment. for 
persons found guilty of proffteering 
amd gave his opinion there should be 
always an effective control of food 
prices and of supplies throughout a@ 
stages of their distribution. He caid the 
government was making an inquiry 
into possible measures for protecting 
the country against high prices for 
meat. This statement was made after 
he had suggested that the situation 
with regard to an alleged American 
meat, combine called for international 
action. 

While making his statement on the 
profiteering question Sir Auckland was/ 
asked whether an attempt would be 


made to make the profiteers disgorg@ 


In reply the minister of reconstruc_ 
tion said: “The question of retrospect 
action is now under consideration.”
